REMARKS 

The claims have been amended, and new claims have been added, in order to improve 
the style of this application. 

Claims 1, 2, 6 and 7 have been rejected as being obvious over Hutschenreuter in view 
ofBrandt. 

Applicant has reviewed both of these applied references, and finds no teaching nor 
suggestion of a multilayered film where the individual layers have the peel strength relationship 
set forth in the independent claims of the present application. In particular, the independent 
claims set forth three separate layers, with an intermediate layer being between two of the other 
layers. The independent claims then further set forth a specific relationship of the peel strengths 
between the layers. In particular the peel strength between one of the layers and the 
intermediate layer is set forth as being greater than the peel strength between the other layer and 
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
